Names Bohozuk 
As ‘Torso’ Killer 


HAMILTON, (CP)—In a _ vivid 
description given police on April 
12 during retracing of the alleged 
murder route of March 6 when 
John Dick was killed, Mrs. Evelyn 
MacLean Dick declared William 
Bohozuk killed her husband 
| with two shots in the back of the 
| head and later added another shot 
“in the stomach or chest.” 

The 26-year-old Hamilton woman 
| said her father, Donald MacLean 
| gave Bohozuk $300 or $400 to “do 
| the job.” 

This was the fifth statement from 
Mrs. Dick read in evidence at her 
| Ontario supreme court trial before 
| Mr. Justice Barlow, for the murder 
of her streetcar-driving husband, a 
killing for which her father and 
Bohozuk will stand trial later. 

Tuesday's statement in court was 
No less fantastic in its detai] than 
|her previous statements admitted 

to evidence, the first two of which 
she repudiated in statement No. 4 
| which declared statement No. 3 was 
| the truthful version. 

But in statement No. 5, she told 
that Bohozuk killed her husband 
with two shots from a gun lent him 
by Donald MacLean, during a motor 
| ride in which she did part of the 
| driving.

ment Republican Populaire—came 
despite the opposition of Gen. de 
Gaulle. The French wartime leader 
|charged that the document drafted 
|by the constituent assembly would

|as he portrayed it. 

| Gen, de Gaulle further contended

WASHINGTON, (AP)—Immediate release of all meat and * 


livestock in the United States from price control was announced 
Monday night by President Truman. 


The announcement was expected 


to restore steaks and 


roasts to butcher counters within two to three weeks although 
prices probably will be higher than current ceilings. 
The president—to the tune of Democrats’ applause 
and criticism, Republican taunts and industry's jubilation 
—also signalled an early end to virtually the whole series 


of wartime restrictions, except those over rents.

Truman said the removal of ceilings on items other than 
meat will be speeded up and this will hasten the end of wage 


controls, 


| The president coupled his action with a vigorous denuncia- | 
tion of a “few men in the congress’’ who, he said, ‘‘in the service 


of selfish interests have been determined for some time to wreck 
price controls no matter what the cost might be to our people.’ 


| He named no names. 


At another stage of his broadcast to a meat-starving coun 


try, 


only three weeks before the congressional elections, Mr. 


Truman noted that “many members of the congress and many 
candidates have pledged themselves to vote for the removal of 


price controls as soon as the new congress meets.” 

“As a result,’ he continued, “inany businessmen have held 
on to the products they would normally sell, gambling on the 
possibility of the release of price control and the opportunity 
for greater profits. This has been conspicuously true in the ease 
of meat.”’

“will not condone the conduct of 
those who, in order further to fat- 
ten their profits, are endangering 
the health of our people by holding 
vital foods which are now 
ready for market and for which the 
American people are clamoring. 
“The real blame, however, lies at

The president emphasized “the 
close relationship between wages 
and prices” and said that “price 
control and wage control are largely 
dependent upon each othey.” 

But he argued that the “risk in 
the action we are taking in remov- 
ing meat controls is less than it 
would otherwise be because produc- 
tion in general is now increasing at 
a significant rate” and national in- 
come is “at an all-time high,” 

Those labor leaders who have 
proposed the decontrol of meat have | 
insisted that wage controls must be 
abolished at the same time. Among 
them is William Green, president of 
the American Federation of Labor. 

No great quantity of meat is 
expected to begin appearing in 
butcher shops for perhaps 10 days— 
the time usually required to get 
livestock from the farms to meat 
counters. 

Mr. Truman’s dramatic decision, 
climaxing a mounting furore over 
meatless menus, drew immediate 
Republican cries of “deathbed re- 
pentance,” ‘confession of failure,” 
and “too late.” 

Reaction Favorable 

In the administration camp the 
reaction was generally favorable, 
but Rep.

Britain Slashes 
Steel for Autos 


By Frank Swanson 

LONDON.—A thick pall of gloom 
hung over the British automobile 
industry Tuesday following an- 
nouncement by the government 
there are to be drastic reductions 
in steel supplies next year. 

The net result of tightening of 
steel restrictions, partially brought | 
about by steel strikes in Canada 
and the United States earlier this 
year and partially by a domestic 
coal shortage, will be that the 
meagre flow of new cars reaching 
the home market for automobile- 
hungry Britons will be reduced to 
a trickle. | 

Morris Motors, one of the nation's | 
biggest “popular” car manufacturers, | 
already has announced reduction 
of about 42 percent in projected 1947 
output. Other manufacturers are 
planning corresponding decreases. 

Although not listed as an official 
cause of the steel shortage, it is 
generally conceded the government's 
uncertain policy toward nationaliza- 
tion of the iron and steel industry 
was a contributory factor. The 
steel industry's plans for postwar 
expansion have been held up for 
nearly a year waiting for the 
government to decide what course | 
nationalization is to take. 

It would seem reduction in the 
number of cars reaching home mar- 
kets is going to further boost prices 
of used cars, which stand at the 
highest level in history. It is not 
Possible to buy a used car of pre- 
war vintage at anything less than 
two to three times its original | 
value. 

New car prices on the average are 


three times what they were in 
1938, without including purchase 
taxes, which places nearly every 


car out of the range of the average | 
buyer, Still, there are waiting |

Strike Paralyzes

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The Basic Railway Problem 
Nobody wants freight rates to go up. 
Everyone would lie to see them come down. 
In the prairie provinces, in British Columbia 
and in the Maritimes there are long-standing 
claims that they should be equalized down- 
ward in justice to these areas. 

But the railway managements say wa 
bills and other operating and maintenance 
costs have gone up and that they need the 30 
per cent freight rate increase they are asking 
for. This is a financial statement, not an ab- 
stract argument. It brings out the concrete 
fact that railways cannot operate unless 
they can take in money enough to meet ex- 
penses. 

That is the basic fact which has to be 
dealt with. It cannot be ignored, nor side- 
stepped. The country cannot get along 
without the railways, and the railways can- 
not get along without enough revenue to 
make ends meet. 


Off-hand declarations that the railways 
do not need the rate-boost do nothing to solve 
the problem; the managements say they do 
need it. ‘

Not all sorts of materials used in buiiding 
large structures are needed or can be used 
in building houses. And construction of

It is too sweeping an assumption that 
this diversion is responsible, or mainly re- 
sponsible, for the unsatisfactory progress 
made in carrying through housing programs, 
Obviously the greater factor has been the 
actual scarcity of materials, and this has 
hampered construction of all kinds. 

It will be recalled that last spring the 
federal authorities asked the municipal 
councils to say how much commercial build- 
ing could be done in their respective com- 
munities without crippling the necessary ex- 
pansion of living accommodation. The 
councils pretty generally refused to acecept 
this responsibility, and a good many of them

It is aside altogether from the point | 


to say the railways have been hauling enor- 
mous traffic and collecting large revenues 
during the war years. A mill cannot grind 
with the water that has passed, and railways 
sannot pay next year’s bills out of last 
year’s income. It is the future relationship 


between peacetime revenue and expenditure | 


that has to be considered. There is no way 
to dodge that issue. 

It may be supposed, and is to be hoped, 
that the Commissioners will tackle the basic 
problem; and not concern themselves solely 
with this specific detail. There is need—and 
long has been a need—that they go into the 
whole freight rate structure “from the 
ground up,” for that is the main factor in 
producing railway revenue. 


The national interest can best be served | 


by aiming at a permanent settlement of the 
freight rate question; rather than merely 


arranging a temporary make-shift on one | 
item in the count. Tinkering with this ques- | 
tion has been tried long enough. Decades of | 


patching up regional disputes and granting 
concessions for the sake of peace have pro- 
duced a situation satisfactory to neither the 
public nor the railways. 

It is time to try for a thorough-going 
reconstruction which will produce an equi- 
table rate structure, fair to all sections of the 
country and all branches of business; and 
which will produce enough revenue to keep 
the wheels turning and provide the high 
standard of service to which Canadians have 
become used and for which our railways are 
noted. 


Jews and Palestine 


The Palestine question has been thrown 
so turbulently into international politics that 
the economic aspects of the case have been 
almost completely smothered. 

Impatient groups of Jews, indulging in 
stupid acts of violence that are deprecated 
by their intelligent compatriots everywhere, 
have only succeeded in beclouding the really 
vital issues. 

Vote-seeking politicians in other count- 
ries, advocating steps that would never work, 
have distorted the entire picture. 

But under these side issues and red 
herrings lies a series of accomplished facts 
that cannot be ignored. 

The important thing is not that the 
Jewish population of Palestine has been in- 
creased but this growing population of Jews 
is actually doing something intelligent and 
profitable with Palestine. 

In 1922, the population of Palestine 
showed 76 per cent Moslem, 13 per cent Jew- 
ish and 11 per cent Christian. In 1944, the 
proportions were 60 per cent Moslem 32 per 
cent Jewish and 8 per cent Christian. 

But during 22 years, the im- 
ports of Palestine increased 533 per cent 
and the exports 966 per cent—a develop- 
ment in which the increase in the Jewish 
population was a vital factor, 

Whatever may be the political and moral 
significance of the situation, the fact stands 
out that the Jews are making Palestine pro- 
duce, In twenty years they have done more 
to make Palestine a country than the Arabs 
did in all the centuries they have lived there. 

In a world dependent upon increased 
production, this is something that may not 
be lightly forgotten. 


Diverted Materials 


If the general manager of housing en- 
terprises is correct, a good many houses 
are standing unfinished, and living condit- 
ions will be unnecessarily congested through 
the winter, because building materials have 
been diverted widely to non-essential use. 

Canada, this official says, has “gone 
berserk on building of the wrong kind,” and 
is spending millions of dollars in putting up 
theatres, stores and dance halls by the use of 
supplies and skilled workmen instead of

That was a mistake, because the muni- 
cipal officials knew better than Ottawa 
could possibly know how serious were their 
housing problems and to what extent the 
local diversion of materials to commercial 
buildings would be safe. Had the councils 
taken on the duty of “channeling” available 
supplies it is reasonable to assume that fewer 
houses would now be standing half-built and 
fewer families would have to spend the winter 
in cramped quarters. 


The Conference a Success? 


Naturally enough, readers of the news 
from Paris have been impressed, and depres- 
sed, by the endless disputes among the dele- 
gates at the peace conference. The dele- 
gates themselves, it is said, have fallen into 
the same mood of frustration. 

For this reason observers should note 
with relief, as the conferees are reported to 
have reacted, to the speech there of Premier 
Jan Smuts of South Africa. He is the only 
man at the present gathering who was also 
a delegate to the Paris conference which 
followed World War 1, and is thus able to 
view the proceedings in perspective. 

When General Smuts said the confer- 
ence has not been a failure he spoke with 
peculiar authority.

NEW YORK—One of the grim- 
mest facts in Europe today is that 
the Russian army of occupation is 
ten times as numerous as those of 
the United States, Britain and 
France, This harsh reality is seldom 
referred to in public. But it is 
never absent from the minds of 
the military and political leaders 
of the Western democracies. 

When it is remembered that 
Russia could reinforce her Euro- 
pean army far more readily than 
could either Britain or the United 
States, and thereby achieve an even 
greater preponderance, it is easy 
to understand the anxieties for the 
future freedom of Europe which 
weigh upon the minds of all inform- 
ed people. , 

Outwardly, there would seem 
nothing to prevent the Russian 
army from rolling forward, in a 
matter of weeks, to the Atlantic 
Ocean and achieving a complete 
occupation of Europe. Must we 
then conclude that the freedom 
and safety of Western Europe has 
no other safeguard than the bene- 
volence of Joseph Stalin? 

Not at all. There is another safe- 
guard more potent and reliable than 
the benevolence of the great dic- 
tator. It is the fact that the United 
Sates possesses a monopoly of the 
atom bomb,

If Henry A. Wallace could have 
his way and the production of atom 
bombs in the United States were 
to be discontinued, and if his more 
extreme friends, who would like 
America forthwith to destroy her 
stockpile of bombs as a gesture of 
good faith, could have their way, 
few people could sleep safely in 
their beds. 

What is this mad _ project of 
stripping the United States of her 
great power before some interna- 
tional agreement has been reach- 
ed which could effectively. pre- 
vent the use of this terrible weap- 
on by others? The United States 
has demobilized her armed forces 
at a prodigious rate, but her mono- 
poly of the atom bomb still enables 
her to be the effective guardian 
and trustee of Western civilization 


Some people argue that it is 
wrong for one nation to have such 
power, But certainly there is no 
nation in whose hands the world 


would rather leave the bomb. 


During the whole 19th century, 
the liberties of Europe were de- 
fended and advanced by the over- 
whelming power of the British 
Navy. Britain in those days was the 
trustee of freedom and civiliza- 
tion, And on the whole, most fair- 
minded people would conclude that 
she discharged her trusteeship 
well, 

The United States today is in the 
position that Britain oceupied in 
the 19th Century.

Most of our veterans—about one 
million of them—have now been 
returned to civilian life. There 
have, of course, been headaches 
end heartaches during the past 
year when these men were being 
transformed back into civilians. 
But the transition has been accom- 
plished with far less difficulty 
than even the most optimistic ob- 
server dared to prophecy. 

At the present time, in Alberta 
at any event, less than one per cent 
of the veterans have been unable 
to find employment, Only a negli- 
gible number of these are at pre- 
sent receiving out-of-work bene- 
fits—and this small group is made 
up of those who are waiting for 
training courses to begin, for bus- 
inesses or other ventures to re- 
ceive official approval, and men 
who because of age and other reas- 
ons are unsuitable for the labor 
market,

satisfactory, and this is due to con- 


|ditions which it is difficult, if not 


impossible, to correct or control. 
Generally speaking many veterans 
have had to start in at the bottom 
of the ladder in the low-paid brack- 


lets, Except where they were protec- 


ted by re-installment regulations, 
the veterans have found that the 
best jobs are held by civilians who 
gained their promotions during the 


war years, To offset this many em-| 
ployers are now offering prefer-| 
jences both in employment and ad- 


vancement to veterans, This is, of 
course, the reason for the veterans 
preferences and the enforcement of 
“temporary employee” regulations 
in government and municipal pos- 
itions, 

It has been found by experience, 
too, that the forecast that veterans 
would be unstable and would re- 
quire time to “settle down” were 
greatly exaggerated. In fact many 
employers have been pleasantly 
surprised to find that, as a group, 
veterans have proved to be more 
stable and to have “settled down” 
in new jobs more easily and quick- 
ly than civilians, There have been, 
of course, individual exceptions to 
this, but the over-all record of the 
veterans has been — surprisingly 
ood.

Veterans who have decided to 
continue their education or take 
specialized technical training have 
been piling up enviable reputat- 
ions for themselves. Universities 
across the country unanimously 
report that the veteran-students 
work harder and get better marks 
than non-veteran students. Fears 


that it might be necessary to re 
lax professional standards to pet+ 
mit veterans to qualify have been 
unfounded, Accommodation short- 
ages, however, have made it impos- 
sible for many veterans to take the 
training, or acquire the higher ed- 
ucation, which they had hoped to 
get. 

Although all groups are suffer. 
ing from the housing crisis it is on 
veterans that the greatest hard- 
ships are being worked, They are 
the ones who had to start looking

THE LAW AND SALARIES 
Maclean's Magazine 

Decision of Mr. Justice Thorson 
in the Pure Spring Company case 
has finally brought to a head the 
whole question of whether or not 
the income taxpayer is to be left 
completely at the mercy of a civil 
servant whose rulings literally are 
beyond the reach of the law. 

Pure Spring, an Ottawa bottling 
company, wanted to pay its presi- 
dent $7,000. The Income Tax 
Commissioner said, No, $5,000 is 
enough, and disallowed the dif- 
ference as a legitimate business 
expense. 

This, says Justice Thorson, the 
Commission had every righ jo 
do under the existing law. Im ef- 
fect, the tax collector can use the 
taxing power arbitrarily to dictate 
salary levels, Furthermore, the 
victim has no right of appeal. The 
courts are powerless to interfere, 
This, says Justice Thorson, is the 
law. 

It is also a complete denial of 
the free citizen’s right to protec- 
tion against arbitrary power ex- 
ercised by a public official. It is an 
intolerable law. It should be chang. 
ed at the earliest opportunity.

Future warships will be designed 
to meet three atomic bomb condi- | 
tions.

May Replace Cloth in Goods 


WASHINGTON, (NANA) — Bed 
sheets, shirts, underwear, bath mats, 
washable towels and napkins and 
scores of other articles made of 
paper may be practical soon, due 
to 1emarkable developments in 
papermaking at the J. S, bureau of 
| standards, 

It all started with the demand 
for a superpaper for war maps by 
the army. After a long series of 
| experiments the bureau provided the 
|} army engineers with samples which 
| were subjected to the following 
| Seemingly impossible tests: 

Placed in mud and driven over by 
trucks, washed with G.I. soap and 
steaming hot water, used as floor 
mats for days, soaked with oi] and 
used to clean rifles, then cleaned 
with gasoline and used for bath 
mats, laundered like clothes, boiled 
in soapy water and then ironed 
flat, The samples withstood all this 
harsh treatment and the maps 
printed on them still were legible. 


Awaits Peacetime Uses 
| The army requested all of this 
remarkable paper that could be 
‘produced and since the end of the 
war there has been so little paper of 
any kind available that its remark- 
able potentialities for 
use have remained unexploited. 
Meanwhile the burecu has con- 
tinued its experiments to produce an 
even more durable material, 


Ordinarily paper becomes weak 
end usually disintegrates when ex- 
posed to water, All binding be- 
tween its fibers disappears. This 
can be partly overcome by expensive 
waterproof coatings, which are not 
; very practical for ordinary use. 
| In the method developed at the 
bureau of standards, various syn- 
| thetic resins are incorporated in 
jthe paper at the iime it is made. 
These bind the fibers together and 
are not dissolved or greatly weak- 
|ened when soaked in water or other 
| licuids, As vhe bureau report puts 
}it: “apparently the resin supplem- 
}ents or replaces the normal water- 
| sensitive bonds of fiber gel with in- 
soluble and more diirable ties.”

Nazis Developed 
_ New Submarines 


LONDON, (CP)— The British ad- 
miralty and air ministry, taking the 
wraps off hitherto secret files, 
disclosed Monday that Germany 
developed new submarines in the 
closing days of the war which might 
have revolutionized undersea war- 
fare, 

A description of the new U-boats 
Was contained in an official book, 
“The Battle of the Atlantic,” written 
| by Capt. H. T. Dorling of the Royal 
Navy, widely known under the 
pseudonym “Taffrail.” 

The new underwater boats, Capt. 
Dorling wrote, were prefabricated, 
and their parts constructed at 


scattered workshops throughout the 
reich. The vessels had streamlined 
hulls, and were capable of high 
speed when submerged and of mak- 
ing long trips at sea. 


The Germans intended to produce 
350 of the submarines in 1945, but 
continual air attacks against Nazi 
installations

German U-boats destroyed 69 per- 
tonnage lost 
the Allies. They are credited with 
sinking 2,775 merchantmen totalling

R.C.AF. Adds Vast Areas 
To Northern Aerial Maps 


OTTAWA, (CP) — The R.C.A.F.,| ment for soldier settlement; mineral 


exploration; hydrographic survey 
for inland waterways; forestry ser- 
vice and coverage of flooded areas 
for dyke projects. 

Tri-camera photography is in- 
tended for basic exploration. Its 
purposes are—coverage of large areas 
where photographs are required im- 
mediately; coverage in cases where 
large-scale maps are not required; 
and general survey from which likely 
areas will be chosen for detailed 
survey. 

In vertical photography only one 
camera is used. It takes a series of 
overlapping pictures of the ground. 

Covers to Horizon 

In tri-camera photography, be- 
sides a centrally positioned camera 
taking a vertical photograph, two 
oblique cameras at the same time 
take photos overlapping the central 
vertical photo and extending, one 
right and one left, to each horizon. 
They are usually from 20,000 feet 
above sea level, and have not nearly 
the detail that ordinary verticals 
have. But they can take a much 
greater area, 

On a good photographie day 25,000 
square miles of tri-camera photos 
can be taken, as compared with only 
600 to 1,000 square miles by the 
vertical method, Canada could not 
be photographed completely for 50 
or 60 years at the present rate if 
only verticals were used. But from 
tri-camera photos experts can se- 
lect areas for further investigation, 
which will lead to the most eco- 
nomical use of the facilities avail- 
able for vertical photography. 

From an operational standpoint, 
the greatest handicap in the north 


is the short season. Photographs 
must be taken when there is no 
snow or ice on the ground.

Mental Services 
Demand Growing 


OTTAWA, (CP) — An increasing 
demand for psychiatric services was 
reported at the annual conference | 
on mental health sponsored by the 
health department, 

Mental health commissioners from 
all provinces attended the confer- 
ence and representatives were pres- 
ent from the department of veterans’ 
affairs and from the national mental | 
health committee. 


The need for trained psychiatric 
personnel was emphasized. Approxi- 
mately 51,000 patients are under 
treatment in mental hospitals, it 
was stated, and more are needed 
in the broader field of mental ill- 
ness prevention, 

Several provinces reported work 
underway through mental health 
clinics, but the difficulty of getting 
trained staff, not only psychiatrists 
but also psychologists and social 
welfare workers, was constantly | 
reiterated, 

A committee was appointed to 
study requirements in regard to 
psychiatric training, research and | 
preventive work in Canada,
